GRAPE CUTTINGS FOR FUTURE 


Profitable Practice to Get Them Ready 


for Spring Planting—Prevent- 


• Freezing. 
> 


Fnrmt-rs wishing to set out vine- 


yards will profit by ranking grape cnt- 


iiH and getting them ready for 


spring planting, according to horticul- 
turists at tlie Ohio experiment station. 
A number of cuttings may be made 
from one vine, and after one year of, 
cultivation in a smnll nursery lot the 
youn? vines are ready for planting. ' 
• Cuttings should be taken from new 
wood, each cutting having two to three 
buds upon it. The cuttings are from 
8.to 12 inches long, the bottom being 
trimmed close to the first bud, while 
the top of the CHtting has 2 or 3 inches 
of wood ahdve the ton bad..

Rounds Find Very Few Tax- 
payers Who Admit Ownership 


TAX HIGHER THAN LAST YEAR 


The assessors, 
in their regular 


rounds in the last few weeks, have 
found comparatively few owners of 
<Jo<rS—so far as records went. They 
have found to speak the truth, less 
than one owner to every two dogs 
which they had reason to .believe to 
lie the .property, Wna fide, of some 
one. But ownership -was disclaimed, 
therefore' the assessors had hut one 
thins -to do—that is, to go on, and 
to'remember ^he names and the cir- 
cumstances of every household they 
visited. 


It needs •. to be said plainly, here 


a'nd now, that the man Who owns a 
dog, or the man who^has harbored, 
sheltered 
or given 
food, 
comfort 


and lodging to a dog, is by those 
acts,-declared and identified as the 
dog's owner,, and as such, is amen- 
abfe to the dog tax. The tax, as de- 
clared by the last general assembly 
is none too light. It is three dollars 
for any male dog, and five for any 
female dog, and five dollars for each 
additional dog, whether male or fe- 
male. Thus stands the law, and who- 
ever does not like it is invited to pay 
attention to the next legislature and 
to find out the sentiment as to dogs, 
of 'everybody he votes for. 


Also, it is to "he reminded that the 


time for the filing of mortgage ex- 
emptions is near at hand, and that 
whoever does not file, by or before 
the third of May will be too late.
